b. Phase II of Project FJEEFLAP, which ms to japdvido the long range 
paramilitary procurement for total potential assets generated by the 'Austrian 
Mission through an anticipated D*Dajr of 1 Jamuiry 1954 plus eix months of hostili- 
ties, has mw been subsumed under the provisions of Project FdOROOHD, though it 
ms intended that this total procurement program be sidsAdLtted as a support state- 
ment to Projeet FJ^ltoeilD, several problems have arisen to prevent the inclusion 
of this statement at this time. These are as follows t 

1) It appears that there is not presently available sufficient 
warehousing facilities to permit the or deringand stockpiling of large amounts 
of paraiilit<&^ equipment which can subsequently be shipped in snail lots to 
Austria as the Mission indicates its readiness to cache this material. Because 
of the varying "lead times" necessary to procure individual; items, it is: essen- 
tial that the items be held at some point until a sufficient amount and variety 
is received to make up a complete cache. 

2) Further coordination is now necessary vdth the field station to 
determine the most optimum schedule they can devise for the caching of this material, 
during the next few years. 
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3) The question has also arisen as to whether this protest 
proposal should request authorisation for the funds necessary to procure this 
paramilitary equipment, vie., #5*400,000 (Includes suns necessary to pack and 
ship the equipment), and what Fiscal Tear budgetary schedule should be used 
to fully coordinate expected "lead times" with optimum ordering* or, on the 
other hand, whether the procurement Of these items earn and should be authorized 
from funds already obligated* as that portion of the 75*000*000 Contingency 
Fund which was made available to the Eastern European Division. 
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
